• -."The baat sign of prosperity I 
have discovered since before the 
business depression of 1907 I ob¬ 
served in West Virginia recently, 
when I found that there are not 
enough cars in the State to haul 
the produce,” said Andrew Price, 
of Marlinton, W. Va. at the 
Raleigh. 

~ “There is a big scarcity of cars. 
All the cars that were lying idle 
on the sidings for many months 
hava been pressed into use, and 
railroad companies are doiUg their 
heat to send cars back into the 
State after they have been hauled 
out filled with produce. Of course 
West Virginia is somewhat diffei- 
ently situated than other States, 
because we produce in large quan¬ 
tities and import in small pack¬ 
ages. The result is that most of 
the cars used in our trade are 
brought into the State empty. 
This scarcity of cars, however, 
appears to me a good sign of the 
return of prosperity. 

‘The political situation in the 
State is warming up,” added Mr. 
Price, who is a lawyer, and in the 
last election was the Democratic 
candidate against Representative 
Joseph H. Gaines, of the Third 
West Virginia district. Mr. Price 
said he has bad enough of politics, 
so far as office is concerned, and 
th«t he will not he a candidate 
again. He predicts a warm fight 
far the United States senatorship, 
and says that many persons in his 
district believe that Mr, Hnbbard 
will be successful, 

"Mr. Hubbard is ode of the 
leading.kwyersof West Virginia,’ 
said Mr. Price, "and he Is popu¬ 
lar. I don’t know whether t^e 
Democrats can reclaim any of the 
congressional districts at the next 
election, but we are going to try. 
The present Republicans in the 
Stale probably will all be nomina¬ 
ted, with the possible exception of 
Sturgiss, who has a hot fight on 
his .bands.

Common School Diplomas. 

According to 8ection 79 of the 
School Law, which states that the 
State Superintendent "shall pro¬ 
vide for the examination and grad¬ 
uation of pupHs who Mtiafactorily 
complete the graded course of 
■tudy, and shall issue diplomas 
tbsnte^Hftto following regulations 
have been established: 

I. .jArw'kindn diplomas will 
be granted, viz: the Elementary 
end the Graded School. The Ele¬ 
mentary school diploma will be 
granted to pupils passing, on the 
following subjects: orthography, 
physiology grammar and language 
U. S. history, state history, read¬ 
ing end literature, civil govern- 
men^ geography, agriculture, 
arithmetic and penmanship. The 
Graded School diploma will be 
granted to those passing on the 
aboviewbiecls and general history
